HANDLING THE RESERVE. 


The German drive once more em- 


phasizes the necessity of having re- 
serves quickly available at what- 
ever joint is selected by the foe for 
his attack. 
The French and Ger- 


mans have had a strategic reserve 
ready for this drive of 1,000,000 
men. 
But they of course did not 


know where the attack would come. 
Many experts claimed it would be 
made near the English channel, with 
the hope of later invading England. 


The reserve had to be concen- 


trated at some point midway along 


line where it could quickly be 


transported in any direction. 
If 


these reserves could have been got t« 
the front sooner, the British line 
, could not have been forced back a* 
?lt was. 
The first retreat was of 


course due to a tremendous artillery 
lire exceeding anything yet seen in 
this war. 
But after that it was ac- 


complished by a sheer force of num- 
bers. It was claimed that the Ger- 
mans exceeded the British imme- 
diately against them by three or 
four to one. 


It Is of course a highly complicat- 


ed procedure to load a lot of men 
and munitions into trains and mo- 
tors and transport them 50 to 100 
o» more miles, it would seem as If a 
great fleet of big motor trucks would 
be the most practical way to handle 
this proposition. There are of course 
many thousands of these machines 
already in use.

GAS ATTACKS. . 


On April 22, 1915, the Germans 


violated all laws of modern warfare 
by beginning the use of poisonous 
gases. 
They triumphantly rejoiced 


in some initial successes gained in 
the confusion and surprise follow- 
ing the first attacks. 
As the war 


has gone along, the allies have been 
driven to adopt the same weapon. 


They not merely are delivering 


gas quite as efficiently as the Ger- 
mans today, but they have better 
gas-masks for meeting it. 
Under 


these circumstances, it is not sur- 
prising that the Germans quite nat- 
urally think the time has come to 
discard 
it 
for 
"humanitarian1 


reasons. 


Probably the trouble is that the 


Germans are shy of cotton. The sol- 
dier in his gas helmet must breathe. 
He must have purified air. 
This is 


accomplished by introducing the air 
through a pad of thick 
muslin, 


treated with anti-asphyxiating solu- 
tions of ammonia or other drugs. 
Cut off from cotton supplies, it 
would not be strange if the Germans 
were very short on suitable material 
for making these masks. 


Unless soldiers are well protected, 


a gas attack is very deadly. Atmos- 
phere 
containing 
one 
one-thou- 


sandth of chlorine is apt to be fatal. 
But 
our gas-mask 
factories 
are 


turning out a protective device so 
perfect that the wearer is Immune. 
The training camps are urged to 
give the men plenty of tests in put- 
ting on these masks, and going into 
the gas-rooms. 


In that way they learn to adjust 


the masks quickly. A few seconds 
saved in adjusting the mask will 
often save them from getting ser- 
iously gassed. Also, the more they 
walk around in a gas-room with the 
mask on, the more confidence they 
will feel against this form of Ger- 
man frightfulness.

A STATE WITHOUT LOAFERS. 


(Columbus Dispatch.) 


New Jersey is the latest state" to 


j legislate against the loafer. She ac- 
tually believes that she is going to 
do away with vagrancy and idleness. 
But we very much doubt if New 
•Jersey will succeed any better than 
other states that have tackled the 
question, and most of them have ac- 
complished little. 


Under the latest New Jersey law, 
it will be possible to conscript per- 
sons who refuse to work, 
and 
to 


make them work. 
In that regarc 


it follows practically all laws against 
vagrancy. 
But the New Jersey law 


goes further, it seems, in that it can 
compel a fellow to work even though 
he has means to support himself. .. 


One trouble with all laws com- 


pelling people to work is that it is an 
expensive 
proposition 
to enforce 


labor.. That is, where labor is en- 
forced? the 
cost 
of 
maintaining 


guards and overseers and the ineffi- 
ciency of the work performed, rend- 
ers it expensive labor. It wouldn't 
pay the farmer, for instance, to have 
indentured to him half a dozen con- 
victs, for by the time he paid the 
cost of supervision and so on, the 
result of their work wouldn't cover 
the expense. 


Free labor is the only labor that 


pays. 
It is well 
to have 
laws 


preventing 
idleness; 
at 
least 
it 


would be well to have some kind of 
who will not work ought not to be 
who will not work ought to be al- 
allowed to eat, whether they are rich 
or poor.

GERMAN ATTACKS REPULSED 
WITH HEAVY LOSSES AND A 


PRISONERS TAKEN 


(Continued from Page 1} 


on a certain place on the battle front 
had been caught in an artillery and 
machine gun barrage and completely 
knocked out 


The results of the fighting on the 


British front south of the 
Somme 


during the past two days have been 
satisfactory. Heavy German attacks 
on both sides of the Luce river Fri- 
day forced the British to fall back 
somewhat. Friday night the enemy 
pushed forward and 
penetrated 
a 


large wood northeast 
of 
Moreuil, 


which created an uncomfortable sit- 
uation for the defenders. 


Saturday the British decided to at- 


tempt to restore the lines, and cav- 
alry was sent out for the purpose of 
clearing the wood and re-establish- 
ing the positions north of Moreuil. 
There was not a hitch in the pro- 
gram. The cavalry swept through the 
forest like a winter snow storm and 
forced the enemy to fall back, not 
onlv here but further to the north. 


North of the Luce the enemy yes- 


terday morning attacked in 
force 


along the British line between War- 
fusee and Marcelcave. This assault 
was preceded by a vigorous artillery 
bombardment. The cavalry again 
came into play and by 10 o'clock the 
Germans were compelled to admit de- 
feat and to retire with large casual- 
ties. 


A little later the enemy again put 


down a tremendous barrage between 
Warfusee and the Somme and after 
two hours of terrific gun 
fire 
ad- 


vanced in masses. They came against 
more cavalry and met a similar fate, 
the British line remaining in tact. 
North of Aubercourt south of Mar- 
celcave the British stormed and re- 
captured important high ground to 
which the Germans had clung tena- 
ciously. 


It is now possible to tell of a spec- 


tacular feature of a British defense 
last week below the Somme. 
It is 


the story of a little army composed 
largely of assortments of troops who 
were hastily assembled in a great 
crisis and who successfully held 
a 


vital stretch of the 
front 
against 


furious German onslaughts, until re- 
inforcements could arrive. 


In this gallant force were included 


American railway engineers who as 
in the battle of Cambrai last Novem- 
ber threw aside their, tools and took 
up arms in defense of the allied col- 
ors.It was last Tuesday afternoon at a 
critical moment when it was abso- 
lutelv necessary that more 
troops 


should be thrown into the • British 
line to hold the onrush of the Ger- 
mans. Reinforcements were on their 
way but could not arrive in time. 
There was no time to lose and a 
certain general immediatelv organ- 
ized -i force collected from the vari- 
ous i nit* nearby, in which the Amer- 
icans were in. 
Fifteen hundred followed the lead 


of, their dashing brigadier out into 
the swirling battle line where they 
were £trung over a front of 1200 
yards against which hordes of Ger- 
mans were flying. 
It seems almost inconceivable that 


the defenders 
brave 
unto 
death 


though they were, could have been 
able to hold that long sector, 
bi't 


they held. The enemy advanced 
in 


force and hurled themselves time and 
time again against the British line 
in this region, but they 
found no 


weak spot. This 
composite 
force 


stood gallantly and as well as their 
comrades to the right and to 
the 


left. They clung on for many hours 
until the regulars came up. 
Thi-s 's 


a sample of the fighting spirit whirh 
allied soldiers are showing in S'lis 
time of stress. This incident is more 
spectacular but hardly finer in spirit 
than that of seven British soldiers.

Patrols also will 
be sent out to report on conditions 
in enemy territory.
